New York, Sept. IS!.- Mayor William 
J. Gay nor <Ii*-«I of heart discase at sea 
on Im>nrd the White Star liner Hallie 
on which he sailed from New York last 
week hi sea re ii of rest ami health. 
He 
was accompanied only hy his son, Ila 
fus. and ti male nurse. Although those 
close to him knew when he sailed that 
he was a very >ick man. his death was 
a shock to liis friends. 
The news of the mayor s death was 
announced by his secretary, Robert 
Adamson, who had recd v«*d a wireless 
message from Rufus W. Gaynor. 
'File 
message had heel) sent to GU X ha veil 
and from there was forwarded by ca­ 
ble. 
it read: 


W ir e l e s s M e s sa g e . 
•‘Father died Wednesday at I o'clock. 
Death due to heart failure. 
Notify 
mother.” 
The message was delivered to Mr ' 
Adamson at his home In Brooklyn. He 
Immediately notided Mrs Gaynor at 
Bt. James, N. \ a n d then tried to 
reach Colonel Kline, the acting mayor. 
at 
his home. 
238 Carlton 
avenue. 
Brooklyn. He got into communication 
with the police telegraph bureau, and 
the police captain in the precinct In 
which the acting mayor lives immedi­ 
ately sent a man to Colonel Klines ; 
home, who re|>orted that he had pass 
ed the night at the home of his son in­ 
law. Frederick K. Schnell, In Jamaica 
When the police of Jamaica got to 
Mr. Bchnell's residence they found that 
Colonel Kline had left the house on 
his way to the city. 
Mr. Adamson or­ 
dered Janitor Ryan of the city hall to 
place all the flags on the building at 
half mast. 


Never Recovered From Wound. 
The mayor had never fully recovered 
from the effects of the bullet wound 
he received on the deck of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse three years ago 
as he was about to start on hts first 
official vacation after becoming mayor. 
The confusion, turmoil and excite 
ment of the tense political situation 
which developed this summer serval 
to bring on an attack of the throat 
trouble \fhioh followed the attempt at 
assassination, and his vitality was sri 
weakened that he felt It necessary to 
temporary abandon his campaign on 
the day after he vias not I dei I of his 
nomination by the great crowd which 
a asem bbs I in city hall plaza and take 
a short voyage to Kit rope. 
The fact that he died of heart fall 
tire would seem to fdiow that he was 
even sicker than he appeared to be 
Even the members of his family and 
his intimate friends who came down 
to set* him off did not s«*ein to appre­ 
ciate that his illness might have se­ 
rious consequences.
